The history of the St. John valley 
teems with the attempts of French 
and Scotch immigyanta to colanize it 
in’ the neventegnth century, The 
great settlement ofthe valley, “how- 
ever, dates from the coming of the 
United Empire Loyalists in 1783. St. 
John is known today’ as the City of 
the Loyalists. Nearly 12,000 souls ar 
rived’ at the river mouth in that his- 
toric year, that were mostly Scots. 
One group éf Jots in Parrtown, as it 
was called, fpll to men of the 42nd 
Highlanders, In 1784 New Brunswick 
wax created ao separate Province, and 
the Loyalists who settled the St. John 
Valley and along ‘its coasts proved 
themselves’ no mean” people.

Sir James Scott, who presided, 
welcomed the. Premier amid cheers, 
as the greatest Parilamentarian they 
had known. Mr. Amjukth retarned 
thanks for his adoption az the Liberal 
candidate. He sald it was a novel €x- 
perience, contesting a hye-election, 
but they lived In strange times, and 
in no respect were they more strange 
than In the way in which credulity 
dogged the heels of Invention, and In- 


istration, he sald, was laid down by 
the older William Pitt, and was no 
worse for having been lald down 170 
years £0. 

The Prime Mintter said it was bis 
duty in the post which he had assum- 
ed, by searching personal inquiry, and 
with the co-operation upon which hé 
could count, to see that the army 
was fit, in ever shifting conditions, 
for Its primary and etementary duty. 
The army would hear nothing of poli- 
ticgy from bim, and he expected in 
return. to hear nothing of politics 
from the army. (Cheers,) , 

Responsibility for the preserration 
of domestic peace, continued the 
Prime Minister, lay with the mazis- 
trates and the police. Under nor- 
mal conditions, the army’s ald could 
not and ought not to be invoked by 
the civil power. It was only in emer- 
genctes which were happily rare, that 
any such call could be addressed to 
the army. When such an occasion 
atose it was the duty of the soldier 
ax it was the duty. of the civilian, to 
comply with the demands of the civil 
power. ‘But these present Tory doc- 
trines struck at the very root, not 
only of army diaziplive, but of demo- 
cratle government, (Cheers) 

Where did they lead to? They set 
a precédent which was capable of an 
Infinite number of applications, and 
was much more dangerous In ite con- 
sequences than the one which went 
before it. (Cheers.) If the Govern- 
ment was to recognize the existence 
of a dispensing and discriminating 
power they must recognize it not only 
in the officers, but in the men, and 
not only In the army but In every 
body of public servants, 

Two years ago in this hall he had 
described: the Tory doctrines as fur- 
nighing a complete grammar of anar- 
chy. (Cheers.) He repeated now that

SAVING THE FRUIT TREES “ 


Economy and Common Sense WII 
Keep up the Orchard 





All old fruit trees when ‘they ceasa 
to bear good crops of fruit should be 
grubbed and burned. To keep up thea 
stock of fertije frult trees there should: 
always be young ones in course of 
preparation to take the place of those 
that are- worn out, then wnen,an or- 
chard tree fails to bear, the young 
one can at once take its place, It. 
should be understood, however, 
when the-old tree has been 

up, the soil In which it has ater 
ing should be renewed, and if need 
be some rough material in the way of 
broken bricks, etc., put Into the bote 
tom to assist drainage !f the subsoil 
is’ at all heavy and inclimed to hold 
water. Those who Uke to do hom@ 
grafting need never to be withouy 
young healthy trees. It may be poln 
ed out that old trees must not be cons 
demned until one ‘s quite sure ¢ 
they are past renewing, as many suf4 
fer from pure neglect in the way off 
food, Orchards tn which cattle and 
sheep are allowed to graze are not sa 
likely to fall, but when the grass id 
converted {nto hay and nothing in 
the shape of food is brought. back, 
then the trees must suffer and falk 
to crop. Orchard trees that are pasti 
lrecovery should be allowed further 
trial and rick top dressings given.

In this book the reader Is 
i let into the secrets of the wondertul 
old dyes, the first half telling of the 
experimental discovery of all the most 
useful secrets in dyeing slik, wool, 
linen, and the manufactures of these 
fabrics as practised in England, 
France, Spain, Hollagd and Germany, 
while the second half is devoted to 
general instructions in dyeing wools 
and woollen manufactures, and to the 
cultivation of the drugs.used for mak- 
ing these dyes. In the early part of 
the 18th century, blue was perliaps 
the most popular of colors and no less 
than twenty-two shades of blue are 
mentioned; according to the writer the 
blue dyes are made from a plant 
called “Pastel” which grows Jn the 
upper. Languedoc Valley, also with

¢ firat group comprises reading, 
{terature, - composition, © spellixig,’!

The second 
group includes hygiene, physical cul- 
ture, art; nature study and vocal mu-. 
sic.” When the teacher is qualified: 
this group may be taught with the 
omission of topics duly authorized by. 
the inspector, or local chief inspec- 
lor.. Group number three comprises 
bookkeeping, manual trajning, band- 
sewing, household science, ‘agricul- 
ture and -horticulture, which are 
made entirely optional, but the school 
board may sel¥et for teaching any 
subjects that are desirable and prac- 
tleable under the conditions of the 
school.

John Krafchenko, the: murderer of 
Mr. H. H. Arnold, manager of the 
Bank of Montreal at’ Plum Coulee, 
‘Man., is to pay the full penalty for 
his cowardly crime. | Krafchenko's 
career has been a stormy one ever 
since he camé to America from Eur- 
ope,' saya the Montreal Gaxette. He 
has had trouble with the Jaw on each 
side of the border, having been mixed 
up in burglaries, assaults and other 
offences of ‘violence. A strong man 
and an intelligent one, he resorted to 
periodical villainy rather than earn an 
honest living by working like ordin- 
ary individuals. ‘The crime for which 
he has been sentenced to death was 
a cowardly and villainous one, and its 
perpetrator is deserving of small pity. 
The sad part of the business is that 
it might easily have been’ prevented. 
Krafchenko had been arrested in Win- 
nipeg in connection with a robbery 
some time previous to the Plum Cou- 
lee tragedy. On his person was 
found a plan of the Bank of Montreal 
branch in that town. Strange to say, 
the offcials ‘of that branch were not 
notified. Had they been, the murder 
would in all probability have. been 
avoided. for a watch could hare been 
kept for robbers. Forewarned is fore- 
armed. Krafchenko managed to get 
out of his difficulty in Winnipeg and 
went about boasting what he would 
do if-the law interfered with him. 
According to the Winnipeg Jonrnel. 
the desperado had ‘such assurance 
that he walked imto a newspaper of- 
fice, drew a revolver, and warned the 
editors and reporters that if thes did 
not cease publishing accounts of his 
misdeeds he would shoot them. Then 
he went his way. After the robbery 
of the bank and the murder of the 
manager, the murderer escaped. He 
was captured, however, but was un- 
daunted, and defied the authorities to 
keep hint imprisoned -in , Winnipeg: 
Strangely enough he escaped.-. Money 
got him out of jail.. The defiance of 
Jaw was too much and Krafchenko 
was hunted down. Exposire of the 
methods which gained him his liberty 
followed his capture. His lawyer and 
two’ policemen were implicated, and 
the former and one of the officers 
were placed on triit\and convicted. 
Percy E. Hagel, the counsel, who 
planned the escape of the murderer, 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary: ; Con- 
stable Reid, his tool, was given seven 
years. Now the desperate criminal is 
to end his life on’ the gallows, unless 
the sentence is commuted. Foreigners 
of Krdfchenko's type hare been re- 
sponsible for most ofthe train hold- 
ups and bank robberies in the West of 
late. One of them at Jeast will bother 
the residents of the new country no! 
more.

Covenant God promised that it the 
Israelites would keep His Law per- 
feetly He would use them as His holy 
nation for the blessing of all nations, 
But.God knew that Israel could not 
keop that Covenant {nto which they 
entered. 
God had a double pUrpoRo in on- 
terlng into that. Covenant with 
Israel. (1) It served (o show them 
that they were sinners, who could 
not keep the Law and who could not 
be ‘blessed themselves by anything 
that they could do; and that hence 
they could not expect to be used of 
God in the blessing of other peoples. 
Additionally, it taught a s{milar les- 
son to all others who would subse- 
quently know about the’ arrange- 
ment. That one great ‘lesson. was 
‘that God's Law Js perfect, and obed!- 
ence to it requires perfection, and 
that no man is perfect; hence no 
man fs able to keep the Law of God; 
; hence no man is entitled to eternal 
Ufe; for God purposes to give eternal 
j es only to the perfect. 

(2) Another objeat was that the 
[ Law Covenant and everything ap- 
pertaining thereto were typical, and 
pointed. forward to glorious anti- 
types, which would bring in tho real 
blessings. 

The Law. Covenant typified the 
New Law Covenant of the future, 
which will be in operation for all 
the families of the earth during the 
thousand years of Christ's reign. The 
Mediator of that New Covenant will 
be the antitype of Moses—The Christ

His Body. enthroned io power and 
great glory as the antityplcal Mel- 
chizedck — a Priest upon His 
Throne.

Slides Blocking Sockeye. 


In consequence of construction 
work of the C.N,R. dlobg the-side of 
Hell’s Gate canyon on. the ‘Fraser 
River, slides of rock and gravel have 
gone into the river at three different 
places, forming obstructions which 
have seriously interfered with the 
ascent of salmon to the spawning 
beds. In fact at one of the placer 
sockeye salmon cannot negotiate the 
fall of 15 feet which has been creat- 
ed by the slide. . y 

Unless the obstruction is cleared 
away, the sockeye, the most valuable 
species of /salmop, would not this 
year reach the spawning beds, with 
the result that the run of 1918 would 
be largely wiped out as well az beds 
for the succeeding four year period 
thereafter.

Canadian marine engine manufac- 
turers are losing ground In New Zea- 
land. The Canadian trade commis- 
sloner states that the reason is the 
high price, the anclent standard and 
the inapt construction. Great Brita’? 
sells the most internal combustion 
marine engines in New Zealand, being 
nearly seven to one American engine. 
The total Importation was 6,421 en- 
gines at $897,653, of which 738 were 
United States engines at $109,795 
and 49 Canadian engines at $6,165. 
Canadian manufacturers, says the re- 
port to the Trade and Commerce De- 
partment, have’ kn advabtage over 
American manufacturers; yet: their 
ngines are more expensive. British- 
made engines are landed in New Zea- 
land as chesply az Canadian engines, 
and in some cases are very little dear- 
er than those from the United States.

The first fire that bas broken out 
this year ocenrred on Saturday after- 
noon when the charcoal sheds of the 
Standard Iron Co., were completely 
destroyed.

Welland had 
been a testing ground, and the Iquor 
people had spent $60,000 there to de- 
feat the temperasce bylaw. Solder, 
he sald, went Into the ‘Iding to tell 
the people that the Government did 
not want the act passed. He was re- 
pudiated at first, but afterwards 
acknowledged, but whether “off bis; 
own bat or not" he had acted Impro- ; 
j porly.

23, — Many 
redaubesy in! the administration cf 
penitentiaries are recomm-nded by 
the report of the commissidn which 
has been ‘enquiring into the manage- 
ment of Kingston and other péniten-, 
Ularies, tabled in the House yesterday 
afternoon. It recommends: ” 


given to a permanent commission of 
three, with power to appoint staff of- 
ficers and heads of departments, 
make regulations, etc,, the wardens 
to be given authority to employ and 
dismiss keepers, guards, ete, That a 
parole board of not less than three 
members be appointed for each | 
penitentiary, to eit once a month, and’ 
that the field staff of parole organi- 
zation be increased to three officers 
directly under the Justice Departs! 
ment. 

That an arrangement be made with 
the provinces to take over the cus- 
tody of first offenders and prisoners 
under 25 years of age. Should this 
be found impracticable, two reforma- 
torles for young prisoners =nd first of- 
fenders should be established in tho 
enat and west. ‘That prison indus- 
irles be established to supply tho re- 
quirements of the Government ser- 
vices. That close cropping of hair be 
abolished, save for cleanlineya/ That 
In place of the present uniform a cuit 
and-cap of one tone material, blue or 
grey, be adopted. ' That a few coples 
of & carefully censored weekly news- 
paper be provided for the food con- 
duct prisoners. 

That moderate use of tobacco be 
allowed to guod conduct men; that 
dining-rooms be provided for good 
conduct men, and that hosing and.im- 
prisonment in dungeons be abolished. 

Other recommeudations are for 
modern hospitals, reorganization of 
staffs of hospitals, school instruction, 
drill, and better educated guards. 

At Kingston conditions were found 
discouraging for convicts, and the 
asylum ward was managed to give 
Jeast trouble for those in charge. } 
Tubbing and hosing are condemned, 
and responsibility put on Dr. Phelan 
and Inspector Stewart. 

Respecting the charge of D?. Ed- 
wards; M.P., that Deputy Warden 
O'Leary favored Roman Catholics in 
assigning posts, the commission finds 
the charges not sustained and due to 
“an unhappy spirit of distrust and 
suspicion.” It Is also found that 
O’Leary was not guilty of political 
partisanship. Overseer Wilson Is ox- 
onerated. 

It is also recommended that a sys- 
tem of classification !> inaugurated, 
based on the conduct of the prison- 
ers, to encourage them to habits of 
order, industry, etc. The report fur- 
thor suggests that outside work be 
developed to the fullest extent at 
each prison in farming operations, 
ete.., and that a thorough physical 
and‘mental examination of each pris- 
oner be made on his admission ant 
&@ proper filing system be installed 
for records,

SCALLOPED SETS. 


Sheets’ and Pillowoases Fer Beds Are 
Embroidered Simply. 

While making sham sheets first fold 
in the hem which sbould be about four 
and onedalf finches in width, The 
bem should be put in with hand sew- 
ing and the stitches sbould be very 
mpall and even 

Stamp the scallops about 
inch from the edge so a8 to 
plenty of space for the embroidery. He- 
fore beginning the work sew a strip of 
goods along the edge so that the work 
tan be do n embroidery boop. 
The scallops are rked through the 
lwo thicknesses of the material over a 
sight padding. 

Pillowcasea..to match the sheet 
should be made and the hem In these 
should be put in before stamping the 
sallops. Pillowslips, after the 
French method, open at both ends, are 
teally worth the extra work, for the 
wealloped ends not only add to the 
beauty of the case but make it easier 
to adjust the pillow,

‘MAKING GOOD STOCK. 





» The stock pot or saucepan must 
be scrupulously clean. 

A dime’s worth of bones and 
any trimmings of meat. one 
pound of regetables tu one gal- 
Jon of water, are generally al- 
lowed for soup for elzht persons. 

Skim frequently during tbe 
early stages of the proceedings. 

A cupfal of cold water thrown 
in canses the scum to rise. 

The vegetables must be added 
after the bones lire been bolied 
for two or three hours and all 
scum has been remored. 

The vegetables should be sim- 
mered until they are cooked, and 
no longer. 

The seasonings should be add- 
ed carefully, it being better to 
season too little than too highly. 

Nerer allow the stock to cool 
in the pan in which it Is couked. 
The liquid should be poured off 
at once through a colander into 
Qn earthenware bowl. 

When cold the fat should be 
removed. Never leave the fat 
caked on the surface. This has- 

= tens the stock turning sour and 
does not preserve it, aos some 
cooks erroneously imagine. 
. Bacon bones, ham bones and 
bacon rind are all valuable assets 


to the stock pot. ;

OUR ADJUNCT THEATRE 
DISCUSSED BY CRITIC|” 


“Our Adjunct Theatre!’ was the sub. 
ject of an address delivered yesterday 
afternoon at the Y. M. ©, A. build- 
ing by Mr. B. K. Sandwell, dramatic 
critic for the Montreal Herald. The 
address was giten under the auspices 
of: the Ladies’ Canadian Club of this 

‘ity and the members turned out in 
large numbers. Mrs. J. F. Wills oc 

eupied the chair, and in a few well 
chosen remarks introduced: the speak- 
er. 

Mr. Sandwell in his opening remarks 
referred to the fact that his subject 
was by no means of a political nature 
ulthongh the word adjunct divided 
the population of Canada a year or se 
» In speaking direetly to the sub- 
ject the speaker said that in the realm 
in which a vast and ever increasing 








nimber of Canadians acquire a large 
part of their ideas and opinions, the 
Dominion of Canada is almost abso 
lutely dependent upon the adjacent 
Republic. We are permitted to build 
our own theatres, but we hare nothing 
fo say, about the perform 
meces which shall be given in thei. 
The shows which are to be performed 
in our theatres are booked for us by 
a group of gentlemen, or to be perfect- 
Iy accurate, twe groups of gentlemen 
in the city of New York. To these 
zentlemen (the Canadian cities are in 
the same position as the American 
cities and must be used to keep tho 
shows going long enough to repay tha 
cast of production. It does not mat 
ter whether those shows have any spe- 
cial appeal for the peoplé of Canada or 
not, English players and companies 
hare ‘repeatedly toured South Africa, 
Austria and other countries, without ! 
the assistance of American money or 
American enterprise, Canada is much 
er to England and could, he belier- 
ed, successfully bid for occasional visits 
from the best artists in England even 
if the United States did not exist. 
Most of the American plays, the speak- 
er contended, nol very good 
Vplays, but no doubt are improving. In 
concluding his address, Mr. Sandwell 
said:

The parent home 
was established in Manchester 44 years 
ago. On the first night 22 destitute 
boys wero-gathered in off the streets, 
whilo last year 5,000 boys and girls 
were cared for in the various branches 
of this institution.

The expenses 
of these homes which now number 15,

of this home is that no boy-or yirl iv 
uniformed, and that they are sent te 
the public schools and take their place 
like ordinary children and aro trained!

home. At the age of fourteen the boys 
are drafted out to learn trades, and 
the girls are placed as domestic serv- 
ants. A careful tabulation covering 
{$ years reveals only 3 per cent. of 
failures in all these thousands of child- 
ren. This speaks volumes for the per- 
sonal care and discipline that is given 
to them, and also the Jove and respect 
they become imbued with towards their 
foster home and kisl guardians. Can- 
ada receives‘only a very small percent- 
ave of these rescued children. Only 
the most fit and promising aro emi- 
grated, and a glance at tho group of 
24 hoys who arrived here Jast Sunday 
will prove the sincerity of the society 
in this regard. They are the very pic- 
ture of health and sturdiness, and are 
so eagerly sought after by the Canad-

Canadian Named For Elevation 
in Roman Catholic Church. 








List of Churchmen Who Will Be Cre- 
ated Members of the Sacred Col- 
lege Docs Not Contain Narre of 
Mgr. Bruchest, But Instead of It 


That of Archb‘shop of Quebco— 
New Cardinal Is 74 Years Old. 


ROME, April 27.—Pope Pius yes- 
terday decided to hold a consistory 
May 25 for the purpose of creating 
Cardinals. Among those who will be 
elovated to membershbl9. in the Sacred 
College are: Most Rey. Louls Nazaire 
Begin, Archbishop*of Quebec; Mon- 
signor Giuasole Menendez,  Arch- 
bishop of Toledo, Spain; Monsignor 
Serafini, Assessor of the Congregation 
of the Holy Office; Monsignor J. Dela- 
chiesa, Archbishop of Bologne; Mon- 
signor Czernoch, Archbishop of Stri- 
gonia; Monsignc: Servin, Archbishop 
of Lyons; Monsignor de Bettinger, 
Archbishop of Munich; Monsignor de 
Harmano, Archbis“op of Cologne; 
Monsignor Pif_l, Archbishop of Vien- 
na; Monsignor Glustini, Secretary of 
the Congregation of the Sacraments; 
Monsignor Lega, Senior Judge of the 
Rota Tribunal; Monsignor Tecchi, 
Assessor of the Consistorial Congre- 
gation, and Abbot Gasquet, President 
of the English Benedictines. 

The long-expected lst of cardinals 
to be created at the conslistory is 
causing some surprise, as they ex- 
pected Monsignor Bruchesi, Arch- 
bishop of Montreal, to be Included, 

while nobody thought Abbot Gasquet 
would receive the honor, although all 
agree he is most worthy. It is stated 
that the decision to hold the con- 
slstory was due chiefly to the fnsist- 
ence of Germany, which would other- 
wi#é cause a conclave wit} out a re- 
presentative of the Sacred College. 
However, evidently, Cardinals Cfb- 
bons, Farley and O'Connell! krew the 
consistory would be at the end’ of 
May, az all had Jecided to be in Nome‘ 
at that time. 

The Mest Rev, Louls Nazaire Be- 
gin was born at Levis, Que., in 1840. 
At one time be was principal of. 
Laval Normal School, Quebec.) From 
1888-91 he was Pishop of Chicou’iml. 
From 1891 to 1898 he was cpadjutor 
to Cardinal Taschereau, with the 
title of Archbishop of Cyrene.’ “He 
was administrator of the archdiocesa 
from 1894 to 1898, and was made 
Archbishop of Quebec April 12, 13938. 
He has traveled widely, and {s the 
author of 2 number of religious and 
other books and pamphicts,
